JAPANESE REACTIONS TO SUMMIT 

EMBASSY TOKYO REPORTS THAT THE FOREIGN OFFICE AND MEDIA 
ARE CONTINUING TO STRESS THE POSITIVE CONTRIBUTIONS OF 
THE NIXON- BREZHNEV SUMMIT TO WORLD PEACE, BUT ARE DE- 
TECTING POSSIBLE PROBLEMS FOR JAPAN. CHIEF AMONG THESE 
IS THE IMPRESSION OF A US- SOVIET RESOLVE TO FORM A NEW 
WORLD ORDER BASED ON THE EXISTING BALANCE OF POWER. THE 
JAPANESE ARE ALSO CONCERNED THAT JAPAN MAY BE EXCLUDED 
FROM MAJOR INTERNATIONAL DELIBERATIONS, AND THAT THE 
SOVIETS MAY TOUGHEN THEIR STAND AT THE FORTHCOMING
